a aa Hereas the Kings moſt Excellent Maieftie for the Pornon of hs deare 
\Z5F(| Conſortthe Queene,hath lately recetued ſome good ſummesof mony of 
rear =! the Coyne of France, which Hs Mateſty gaue order ſhould haue beene 
5000. i FEY new ſtampedand coyned 1n his H:ghnes M yat within the Tower of Zu-- 
DDD aon, but by reaſon ofthe infe&ion of the Plague 1n and about the City of 
S S229] London, which hathalſotaken hold of maay of the Workemea 1n the 
Myart, che {ane caxaoc be ſo ſpeedily performed as His Maieties moſt publique and 
preſſing occalions, eſpecially the turiſhing of His Royall Fleete and Army doe require. 
His Mareſtie vpon mature dcliberatioa with His Privy Councell, hath found 1t neceflary 
to make ve of the ſaid Coy.c 1n Specie as he recetuedit from his good Brother the French 
King, Andtothat eadaad purpoſe doth hereby publiſh and declare, That the ſiluer Coyne 
of France called the (raccue (halbe from henceforth currant within His Mateſttes Domt- 
nionsat the value of Nineteene pence halfe peny , being the ſelfe-ſame value at which it IS 
curraat 1n the Country of France. NeuertheleTe for auoyding of ſuch inconvenienceas 
might en{ueto lus Highnesand his louing SubieRs by bringingin and vetering light Coyae, 
His Mareſte doth ftraightly forbid, That no perſon or perſons doe atany time hereafter 1m- 
portiato this Realme,orany His Mateſties Dominions any of the ſaid Coyne called Carde. 
cues vpon paine of confiſcation of the coyne ſoto be imported: the one moity thereof to His 
Mareftie, & the other moity to tym that ſhall ſeize the ſame. And doth alſo iiraightly charge 
all Cuftomers, Comprtrollers,Searchers,and other Officers of His Highnes Ports, to make 
diligent ſearchand ſeizure of all ſuch Coyne as ſhall bermported contrary to His Maeſteg 
| Royall Proclamation. Giuen at the Court at Tichfeld the fourth day of September, in the 
firſt veare of His M1 atefties Ratgne of Great Brittaine, France, and Ireland.
